STALIN DIDN’T LIVE to settle his sco re 
with Marshal Tito o f Yu g o slav ia, bu t there 
are indicatio ns the Ru ssian g o v ernment 
will nev er rest u ntil Tito is depo sed and 
liqu idated fo r his defiance o f Mo sco w. Ju st 
prio r to his death Stalin is repo rted to hav e 
declared that the “bu siness" in Belg rade 
mu st be bro u g ht to a co nclu sio n.” This in­ 
fo rmatio n co mes fro m Marcel Wallenstein, 
American co rrespo ndent, writing f r o m 
Paris, co mmenting u po n Tito ’s v i s i 
t to 
Eng land. 
Tito is scared, Wallenstein repo rts, and 
went to Eng land seeking help. He fears his 
co u ntry will beco me ano ther Ko rea. Ev en 
if peace is declared between Ru ssia and 
the Western po wers Tito ’s po sitio n wo u ld 
no t be secu re. He has co mmitted the u n­ 
pardo nable sin in the ey es o f the So v iet 
g o v ernment, and canno t be permitted to g o 
u npu nished. 
Tito has taken many to talitarian steps to 
make himself secu re in his o wn co u ntry , 
and still has the su ppo rt o f the peo ple.* 
What he fears, then, is liqu idatio n in the 
u su al Ru ssian fashio n at the hands o f Beria 
and the Ru ssian secret po lice. It was 
Tito ’s ambitio n to ru le all the satellite 
qo u ntries and be the equ al o f Stalin in Co m­ 
mu nist po wer. Apparently he feels he is to 
pay fo r his ambitio n. 


It has been the pro cedu re in American 
histo ry , since after the Administratio n o f 
Geo rg e Washing to n, that the majo rity par­
